Public Celebration Is Gaining in 
Small Cities and Towns. 


P lan A ffo rd s M ore G eneral E njo ym ent 


and O bservance of the Yule- 


tide Season.

HE Christmas tree has long b een 
regarded the symb ol of Christ­ 
mas. Many families, especially where 
there nfe children, wou ld feel that 
Christinas was incomplete withou t a 
tree decorated with tinsel and cau dles. 
Howev er, writes A. II. Pu lv er in the 
American Agricu ltu rist, u new idea 
in regard to su ch trees seems to he 
creeping in, and that is the commu ­ 
nity Christmas tree, which is set u p 
ou tdoors or in a pu b lic b u ilding where 
all iwnple, b oth rich and poor can ad­ 
mire and enjoy it, and it seems that 
this tree ifiore tru ly reflects the u n­ 
selfish spirit of Christmas. 
The mov ement had its b eginning in 
New York city, hu t regardless of its 
origin it is spreading rapidly, espe­ 
cially to the small cities and towns, 
where it serv es to b ring all people 
together and to dev elop a commu nity 
spirit. 
In one city 
the 
tree has 
i b ecome a fixed annu al ev ent, and each

hung, but little shoes are set outside 
eaeh door for goodies and for gifts. 
The most im portant gift is the Image 
of tin* good Saint Nick himself. It is 
generally hung to the door knob. 
It is no plaster model or stuffed 
doll affair—this Saint Nicholas—hut 
a very large cookie dough representa­ 
tion. a s\ve« t brown molasses mixture. 
Wooden moulds used to stam p out 
these 
speeial 
and 
glorified 
ginger­ 
bread men are used but once a year, 
and the bakers take great pride in 
making them as elaborate and real- 
istir as possible, ltows of hazel nuts 
often button up the great coat, and 
sometimes a border .of trimming is 
set round the coat with raisin*'. 
The Saint Nicks are eaten, but gen­ 
erally not until the very last. There 
are other Holland cookies quite as 
necessary for the gift shoe of a well- 
treated baby. L etters and lace c«*ok- 
ies are the most im portant. L etters 
might Ik* described as a sort of rich 
1-astry tubing filled with the rieh«*st 
oosdble fruit and nut mixture, which 
nearly always, in the good old days, 
was flavored with a generous dash of 
brandy.

| 
YULE LOG 
| 


n p HE name given by the ancient 
Goths and Saxons to the festival 
of the winter solstice was Jul, or 
Yule. 
The latter term is still re­ 
served by the Scotch. 
The burning of the Yule log, known 
by other names In continental Europe, 
was an ancient Christmaa ceremony 
descending from the Scandinavians, 
who at their feast of Jul used to 
kindle huge bonfires in honor of their 
god Thor. 
Similar bonfires were kin­ 
dled in Europe and elsewhere at the 
summer solstice. 
The English ceremony of bringing 
in and burning the Yule log on Christ­ 
mas eve, which still has its local sur­ 
vivals, was full of picturesque detaiL 
The log was a massive piece of wood, 
frequently the rugged and grotesquely 
murked root of an oak. 
It was drawn in triumph from its 
resting place amid shouts and laugh­ 
ter, every wayfarer doffing his hat 
as It passed. 
On its entrance into 
the baronial halls, the minstrels hailed 
it with song and music, or in the ab­ 
sence of the minstrels each member 
of the family sat upon it in turn and 
sang a Yule song.

'. ordination the various wool pools. On 
February 1, 1921, C. "J. Fawcett took 
took over the department, 'dividing his 
time equally between the American Farm 
Bureau Federation and the National Wool 
Warehouse and Storage Company, a 
grower's selling agency located in Chicago, 
which has pioneered in the co-operative 
method of marketing wool. 


Since the creation of the department, 


sixteen organization meetings have been, 
'held in sixteen states, and eighteen states 
used the wool pool in marketing the 1921 
clip, or pooled such portions of the state's 


I production as was controlled by their 
•'organization. The fundamental principle 


I underlying the direct from the grower to 
i'the consumer method of marketing il to 
,'make use of established farm bureaus for 
icollecting products and shipping to con- 
Icentration points economically located. 
[Logical concentration points which have 
jbeen recommended are Chicago, 111.; 
'Houston, Texas; Columbus, Ohio; Wheel- 
jing, West Va.; Lansing, Mich.; Syracuse, 
|N. Y.; Portland, Ore. These concentra- 
ition points are to be in charge of efficient 


j sales agencies with well established repu- 
'tations in the wool trade, who are com' 
jpletely divorced from buying or specula- 
'ting in wool. 


Continuing fn absolute control of;$he 


wool until actually sold directly to .the 
mills and thus saving a'greater portion of 
the consumer's dollar for the grower, 
eighteen states are marketing'co-opera- 
tively 27,093,000 pounds cf wool from' 
eight concentration points. , More than 
40,000,000 pounds'of wool-.have been 
pooled altogether. / 
. 


One of the main obstacles has been that 


wool growers ha\re not had the proper 
support of bankers and the Federal Re- 
serve System in financing Jtheir wool for 
long-time holding. Wool is sheared from 
the sheep in a very short, time, but is 
marketed to mill consumption throughout 
the whole year; therefore it must be con- 
centrated in large graded lines, as jecog- 
nizcd by;; the American woolen mills, which 
requires warehousing facilities on a broad 
scale.

In a legislative way, the '-various pool 


grower's organizations are'using the office 
of the American Farm Bureau Federation 
as an avenue through which to worl£ and 
unify their efforts in securing legislation 
that will protect their best interests, such 
as Truthiin-Fabric and permanent tariff. 
As a result of the Emergency Tariff, im- 
portations of foreign wool have decreased 
from an average of 45,000,000 pounds -a 
month, from January, 1921, to May. 27, 
1921, 
to about 12,000,000 pounds per 


month; a decrease of about 7Sj>er cent in 
importations, while the consumption of 
domestic wool has increased approxi- 
mately 100 per cent over th'e same period 
in 1920.

IN SETTLEMENTS where the holi- 


days ;,re affected by the customs of- 


the Netherlands It is not at CJiristnias 
time, but'on Saint Nicholas Day—' 
Due. G—that the children have their 
jolliest holiday. 
No stockings are 


liiing, but'little shoes are set, outside 
each door for goodies and for gifts. 
The most important gift is the image 
of the gooJ Saiiit Nick himself. It is 
generally hung to the door knob. 


It is no plaster model or stuffed 


doll affair—this Saint Nicholas—but 
a. very large cookie dough representa- 
tion, a sweet brown molasses mixture. 


Wooden moulds used to stamp out 


these special and glorified ginger- 
bread men are used but once a year, 
and the baiters take great pride in 
muking them as" elaborate and real- j" 
istic as possible. Rows-of hazel nuts j 
often button up the great coat, and 
sometimes a border .of trimming is 
set round the coat with raisins. 


The Saint Nicies are eaten, but gen- 


erally not until the very last. There 
are other Holland cookies quite as 
necessary for the gift shoe of a well- 
treated baby, tetters and lace cook- 
ies are the most important, letters 
might be described as a sort, of rich 
pastry tubing filled with the. richest 
possible Jruit aiid nut mixture, which 
nearly always, in the good did days, 
was flavored with a generous dash of 
brandy. This tubing Is shaped into 
the form of capital letters, and every 
child expects to find at least the ini- 
tial of his given name In the shoe. 
More fortunate children get their en- 
tiro set of initials, and pampered dar- 
lings get their, whole names'. 


The lace cookies seem to serve as 


a'substitute for candy hi the regular 
and standard - Dutch baby's Saint 
Nicholas shoe. They are really not 
cookies at all, but rather a nat but- 
terscotch pattie made very- thin and 
transparent 
This transparency is 


the tiling that gives them their name 
—lace cookie.
